“I was the only one to escape 
alive,” grimly said the corporal, 
a 2l-year-old Irishman from The 
Bronx, N.Y. “A flight of our 
fighter planes frightened them.off 
before they found out I wasn’t 
dead.” 

The slender, brown-haired gun- 
ner, suffering from three bullet 
wounds in his left shoulder, told 
his story as he lay on a cot hete 
awaiting evacuation by air to a 
hospital in Japan. His wrists 
were infected where wire fetters 
had cut into the flesh. 


His name was withheld. 
He said that five American 
light tanks going up a road seven 


ran into a force of 800 guerrillas. 
A shell hit the gas tank of his 
vehicle and the crew aban- 
doned it. 

“I stayed behind long enough 
to put a thermite bomb in the 
breech of our gun and destroy 
it,” he said. “Then I jumped 
into the ditch where the other 
four men in our crew were lying. 
“The Reds came down the 
ditch from both ends with auto- 
matic weapons. They killed our 
driver. The assistant driver dis- 
appeared ... I don’t know what 
happened to him. The three of 
us left had to surrender.”

CONGRESS KOREA 
WAR IS COSTLY

1929 as evidence of our better 
preparedness to make a shift to- 
ward devoting more of the prod- 
uct of industry to war purposes. 

Our total output in goods and 
services, measured in constant 
dollars (1949 price level) grew 
from 151 billions in 1929 to 160 
billion in 1939, to a current an- 
nual rate of 267 billion, about 13 
billion higher than a year ago. 

Similarly the index of indus- 
trial production has mounted from 
110 in 1929 and about the same 
in 1939 to 199 at the middle of 
this year, 23 points higher than 
the average for last year. 

Civilian employment has grown 
from 47.5 million in 1929 to 61.5 
million in June of this year: steel 
production from 63 million tons in 
1929 to an annual rate at the end 
of June of more than 100 million 
tons; aluminum production from 
114,000 tons in 1929 .o a current 
annual rate of 743,000: crude pe- 
troleum from a Dillion barrels in 
1929 to a current annual rate of 
1.9 billion. 


These data were not adjusted 
for population increases, but in 
many cases, Truman said, total 
“output is a more important meas- 
ure of economic strength than 
output per capita, and even 
allowing for population increases, 
output per capita is much higher 
than before the war. 

During and since the war, he 
added, there have been great in- 
creases in productivity, as meas- 
ured in output per man hour, so 
that the best preliminary esti- 
mates: for the first half of 1950 
indicate an index figure of 165, 
with 1929 taken as the base 
year.

“For example, an‘ economy is 
stronger for whatever tasks lie 
ahead, when it is actually pro- 
ducing more than 100 million tons 
of steel a year, although this in- 
volves full utilization of its ca- 
pacity, than it would be if it were 
producing 95 million tons of steel 
but had an unused capacity of 5 
million tons. 

It is easier to divert part of 
the steel now being produced to 
new purposes than it would be to 
lift capacity from 95 million tons 
to 100 million.” 

Even now there is some slack in 
Our economy, he added, with 
3,500,000 unemployed and many 
part-time workers available for 
full time employment. 

He estimated that without an 
unusual increase in the labor force 
or hours of work total production 
could be increased by the end

and “every possible dollar applied 
to defense.” 
This is what Truman proposed: 

1. Take the peacetime billion- 
dollar excise tax cutting bill off 
the shelf where it was put when 
the Korean war started. Elimi- 
nate the billion dollar excise 
cut. and then use the Dill’s 
skeleton to build the body of a 
five billion emergency tax in- 
crease. Retain the loophole- 
plugging, corporate dividend 
withholding and life insurance 
company taxes of the old bill. 

2. Increase corporation rates, 
effective on 1950 income, from 
33 per cent to about 45 per cent. 
Specifically the President wants 
the corporate tax put at 25. per 
cent on the first $25,000 of 
profits .and 45 per cent on all 
profits over $25,000. The tax 
now is 21 per cent on the first 
$5000 of profits, 23 per cent on 
the next $15,000, then 25 per 
cent on the next $5000, with a 
53 per cent rate on earnings be- 
tween $25,000 and $50,000, and 
38 per cent on all earnings over 
$50,000. 

The change would increase 
the taxes of corporation earn- 
ing $5000 or less by 19.5 per 
cent. Those earning between 
$31,250 and $71,428 would have 
their taxes cut. Then higher 
rates than present would apply 
on corporations earning more 
than $71,428.

| Democratic Contest for 
Governor Nomination 


| So Close Ballot Boxes 
_ Are Put Under Guard. 


| OKLAHOMA CITY, July 26 
. {AP)—Representative Mike Mon- 
roney walloped Senator Elmer 
Thomas by more than 24,000 votes 
yesterday in Oklahoma’s bitter 
runoff primary for the Demo- 
cratic United States senatorial 
nomination. The resounding de- 
feat probably ended the political 
career of the 73-year-old Thomas. 
It was the second defeat in 43 
ears for Thomas, who was chair- 
man of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee and head of a Military 
Appropriations subcommittee. 

While the 48-year-old Monroney 
walked off with his party’s sena- 
torial nod, the Democratic Gover- 
nor’s contest developed into such 
a tight affair that guards were or- 
dered on all state ballot boxes. 

Recount Is Possibility. 

With only 73 of the state’s 3788 
precincts unreported in unofficial 
returns, Johnston Murray—son of 
former Gov. William H. (Alfalfa 
Bill) Murray—had 232,512 votes 
to 231,772 for William O. Coe. A 
recount was a distinct possibility, 
although neither side would com- 
ment. J. O. Ferguson won the 
Republican nomination for Gover- 
nor in the July 4 primary. 

In the Senate race, returns 
from 3710 precincts gave Mon- 
roney 235,225 votes and Thomas 
210,634. Thomas conceded the 
election from Washington, wish- 
ing Monroney “saiccess in the 
election in November.” 

Monroney will oppose the Rev. 
W. H. (Bill) Alexander, pastor of 
Oklahoma City’s First Christian 
Church, the Republican nominee. 

Tops July 4 Lead. 

Monroney, who has served in 
the House six terms, increased his 
lead of the first primary when 
he topped Thomas by 14,653 votes. 

Farm parity prices, national de- 
fense, rural electrification and, 
finally, prohibition, were factors 
in the race. In general terms, 
Monroney pitched his campaign 
on rural electrification. Thomas 
criticized Monroney’s record on 
parity issues. Monroney sharply 
criticized the Administration’s 
Brannan farm plan. The United 
Dry Association backed Thomas 
in legally dry Oklahoma. 

In 1948 Senator Thomas ad- 
mitted that he had speculated on 
commodity markets in wheat and 
cotton. His name did not actual-

] were known as “patent 
minnows,” and one company had 


the patent 
These bristled with 15 hooks and 
were usually red or rainbow in 
color and, instead of having a 
metal lip in front of the lure, 
were fitted with a propellor fore 
and aft to give them the neces- 
sary action in the water. 

These lures were used more 
often on long cane poles with 
short, stout lines than on casting 
rods. This method was known as 
“jiggle fishing” and could have 
been named "Murder, Inc.” The 
fisherman would float down the 
stream with the paddler keeping 
the boat in proper position, ap- 
proximately the length of the 
pole, plus the line from the shore, 
and would drop the lure in every 
likely looking spot as they moved 
along. 

Back of logs, behind stumps, 
and in deep, swift places the lure 
was cast and allowed to sink and 
then the fisherman would quick- 
ly jerk the pole up and down, 
then backward and forward, agi- 
tating the water violently—and 
usually a large mouth bass would 
strike the lure with such ferocity 
that he would often be hooked by 
two or three sets of the treble 
hooks end _ unceremoniously 
dumped in the boat. 


Homemade, But It Caught Fish. 


Another lure of those by-gone 
_ days, and handled with the same 
equipment, was a home-made 
floating bug which would dwarf 
the largest popping bug of today 
into insignificance. It was made 
from a cork of the gallon jug 
size and the wings were turkey 
wing feathers with an overall 
spread of possibly four inches. A 
large treble hook was securely 
tied to the rear of the cork and 
any bass that struck it was usual- 
ly hooked and landed. This bait 
was usually handled very simi- 
larly to the present day hollow- 
headed plunkers, with a jerk and 
a splash, but fishermen also 
caused it to glide with a swim- 
ming motion on the surface of 
the water. Whether the large 
mouth thought it was a bullfrog 
or a bullbat will never be known, 
but it was a lethal fish-getter 
when used by an Ozark expert as 
he floated the watercourses of 
the Black, the Current and the 
St. Francis rivers. 

If a fisherman of today were to 
purchase every variety of plugs, 
flies, spoons and other fish-catch- 


ing gadgets on the market, he| 


would have to use a foot locker 
for a tackle box. Many of them 
are worthwhile but any number 
of them are useless. 


In purchasing artificial baits, ‘ 


the fisherman should take a 
“fish’s eye view” of the lure in- 


stead of the brilliance of the | 


carnival-like paint on the topside.

They hope Stalin will die, that 
his own timetable will run out, 
that inertia will give them back 
at least a flabby control of the 
world timetable. 

The West also has a fear: Per- 
haps the timetable can operate 
without Stalin. 

The weakness of the West is not 
only military, but in not posses- 
sing a timetable of counter-aggres- 
sion. This lack is so apparent 
that the Soviets are even obliged 
to supply it, inventing allied 
“plots” to strike the Soviet Union 
or its allies, making South Ko-

WALTER ULBRICHT

trained Communist, emerged from 
behind the scenes yesterday and 
became the virtual dictator of 
East Germany.

“elected” Ulbricht as its secre- 
tary-general.

To Turn Germans Into Democrats 

With Western Germany being given an in- 
creasing responsibility in its own affairs, a 
project of the United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization for the re- 
education of Germany assumes special impor- 
tance. 

The organization adopted at its meeting at 
Florence last month an expanded program for 
Germany which has as its basic aims: “Teacher 
education against the nationalism and authori- 
tarianism of German schooling in the past; youth 
leadership training, and social science develop- 
ment to remedy the German deficiency in the 
sense of personal responsibility.” 

If any considerable progress can indeed be 
achieved toward these aims, then an important 
dent will have been made in the vast inter-laced 
covering which has been “protecting” Germans 
from democracy and which has in large meas- 
ure defied the best efforts of Allied re-educators. 

Few projects are as important as, in the 
words of Chairman Howland H. Sargeant of the 
United States delegation, “to win the people of 
Germany and above all the youth of Germany 
to a reappraisal of values and a break with those 
traditions which hitherto have resulted in misery 
and disaster.” 
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Gen. MacArthur Reports to U.N. 

Gen. MacArthur's first report to the U.N, 
Security Council as chief of the unified U.N, 
command in Korea is important both for what 
it is and for what it says. 

Here, for the first time in history, is an 
American military commander, or for that mate 
ter a military commander of any country, re- 
porting on a serious military operation to a 
world collective security agency—all in behalf 
of peace. It would not be too much to call the 
first report of that character historic, no matter 
what it contained by way of text. 

As for the contents of the report, everyone 
will hope that Gen. MacArthur is correct when 
he says that “our hold upon the southern part 
of Korea represents @ secure base.” As to this, 
only time and a lot of hard fighting will. tell. 
The latest battle maps show the North Korean 
invaders driving east along the south coast with- 
in 70 miles of the vital port of Pusan. 

Thus, the American people, and the peoples 
of the U.N. countries along with them, need to 
be prepared for a possible withdrawal from 
Korea in the face of overpowering numbers and 
armored equipment. But if an evacuation 
should be forced in the near future, the flags 
of the U.N. and the United States will be going 
back. The Red invaders and their supporters, 
if not mentors, in the Kremlin can be sure of 
that. 

Whether Gen. MacArthur is correct in his 
prediction that our forces can hold on in Korea 
for a counter-offensive, he unquestionably is 
right in his appeal to U.N.’s member nations 
for more assistance. The commitment in Korea 
is a commitment of all the nations of the world 
exéept Communist Russia and its satellites. If 
ever there was a common cause in international 
affairs, Korea today presents it. 

Gen. MacArthur's report to Lake Success is 
a notable step along the way toward ultimate 


victory.

The Odor of Pettifoggery ~ 

We hope the é@nemies of democracy are not 
reading about what the House of Representa- 
tives’ committee on the District of Columbia is 
up to. For while other committees of Congress 
are struggling with the momentous issues that 
arise from the conflict in Korea, that commit- 
tee is seriously pondering the question whether 
residents of the federal city of Washington may 
keep goats. This question arises from the com- 
plaint of one Washingtonian that the goats kept 
by his neighbor stink. 

While democracy is engaged in a struggle for 
its survival, therefore, a group of its elected 
representatives are engaged busily—and with 
no small degree of skill—in making the demo- 
cratic process look ridiculous. For it is ri- 
diculous that Congress, in all its power and 
majesty, attempts to act as “wet nurse and town 
council” for the city of Washington. 

The quoted words are from Representative— 
now Senator—Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, in 
his book, “A Twentieth Century Congress.” 
is 143 years now that Congress has been in the 
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wet nursing and town counciling business, and 
about time, we would say, that it got out and 
conserved its energies for more important mat- 
ters. The dignity of the Washington citizen, as 
well as the dignity of the member cf Congress, is 
concerned here, too. 

Washingtonians, we repeat, are capable of do- 
ing it for themselves. It does not require the 
greatest deliberative body in the world to de- 
cide how much a goat stinks. 
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1950 War, 1950 Taxes 

President Truman has taken the courageous 
course in asking Congress to make effective 
this year the increased taxes which aye ob- 
viously necessary. ' | 

We say they are obviously necessary because 
it is quite clear that 10 billion dollars or more 
in new military. expenditures, superimposed 
upon an already booming economy, would create 
a grave danger of runaway prices unless coun-— 
ter-inflationary measures ‘were set in motion. 

If prices got out of hand, we would in effect 
pay for the new defense spending twice—once 
in the higher prices resulting from our failure 
to shoulder the burden now, and again in ulti- 
mate taxation. Nobody will be bappy about 
paying higher taxes. But it is better than pay- 
ing higher prices first, and higher taxes later. 

Until Mr. Truman made known his decision 
to request an interim tax bill applicable to 
1950 corporation and individual income, Con- 
gress had shown a lazy disposition to let the 
tax question simmer until after election. Sena- 
tor Taft, to his credit, did not share this atti- 
tude; he asked for pay-as-we-go taxes .imme- 
diately. So did Senator O'Mahoney and some 
others. 

The reason for getting the new taxes started 
this year is that at least part of the new de- 
fense spending will get started this year, More- 
over, the federal budget was already unhbal- 
anced, and any increase in the deficit would 
be bound to intensify the price increases which 
had begun to be felt well before the Communist 
invasion of South Korea. 

So Mr. Truman requests an immediate tax 
increase to be followed by a second measure 
setting forth a more comprehensive revenue 
program for next year. The people will expect~ 
Congress to give special attention to his. request 
for tax methods which prevent profiteering and 
distribute the burden fairly among various 
groups of taxpayers. 

If individuals are to be rolled back to the 
1945 rates, they will justifiably expect corpora- 
tions to be put on the same footing. The. 
House Ways and Means Committee, in proposing 
tax increases to offset the now-abandoned cuts 
in excise taxes, said on June 23: 

Your committee believes that the corpo- 
rate income tax is the least objectionable 
source for the additional revenues which 
must be raised by increasing rates. Corpo- 
rations received the largest percentage tax 
reductions since the end of the war. Their 


profits have been at very high levels’ for 
some time and are trending upward. 


If that held good before the Korean invasion, 
it is doubly valid now when we are moving into 
partial mobilization. In view of high profit 
levels, the contribution of corporations to meet- 
ing the present emergency should include not 
only higher rates but an excess profits tax, 
already suggested by Senator Taft.

Defense by Expansion 

At the meeting of the Atlantic Alliance Coun- 
cil in London, the United States is urging a 
speedup of European rearmament. To Euro- 
pean fears that this might mean cuts in an 
already low standard of living, our representa- 
tives reply that the:task can be accomplished 
by expanding production, not by diversion to 
military purposes, 

We hope the American representatives will 
never lose sight of that basic need for more— 
not a‘mere reshuffling—of European production. 
Some members of Congress indicate a disposi- 
tion to ignore the need when they propose that 
Marshall plan funds be diverted from their 
original purpose to arms production. 

Such a diversion might turn out to be just the 
sort of disastrous mistake the Communists 
would want us to make. For if a temporary 
gain in armaments were purchased at the price 
of a permanent loss in economic growth, in- 
creased military defense against Communists 
might be more than offset by a weakened politi- 
cal defense, 

The free world’s problem is to meet imme- 
diate military perils and at the same time 
strengthen itself for what may be a long politi- 
cal struggle in which arms are not the de- 
cisive factor. Let ug not demand that Europe 
pursue the first objective at the expense of 
the second. ,

A Self-Server Ousted 

The Senate—and with it necessarily the coun- 
try—is a double gainer in the defeat of Senator 
Elmer Thomas in Oklahoma’s runoff primary. 
Irascible, often bitter, almost always self-serv- 
ing, Elmer Thomas has been a servant of spe- 


‘cial interests since he entered the upper cham- 


ber 23 years ago. Tenure so long moved him 
into a place of high seniority (only McKellar 
of Tennessee and George of Georgia outrank 
him). Long a ranking member and now chair- 
man of the Senate Agriculture Committee, Sen- 
ator Thomas must take a large share of the re- 
sponsibility for the wasteful farm legislation 
on the statute books. 

With his Oklahoma colleague, Robert Kerr, 
Elmer Thomas teamed up in the.recent effort 
to put through the natural gas grab bill which 
would have dipped into the pockets of natural 
gas consumers. Only a presidential veto turned 
back that patent gouge. In Europe, Eimer 
Thomas is remembered as the American Sena- 
tor who made a spectacle of himself last syum- 
mer by protesting noisily that he had not been 
feted sufficiently to gratify his vanity. : 

Representative Mike Monroney, who defeat- 
ed Thomas for the Democratic nomination and 
so is virtually assured of election in November, 
is pot the most advanced member of the House, 
but he stands out among the Southerners. He 
has voted against poll taxes. When former Sen- 
ator LaFollette needed someone in the House to 
join him in sponsoring the Congressional Re- 
organization Act, it was Mike ‘Monroney who 
answered the call. Since the legislation abol- 
ished numerous committees, it meant that Rep- 
resentative Monroney had to have the courage 
to battle his prideful and jealous colleagues.

Use of atomic bomb in Korea strongly opposed by military writer 
as morally costly and militarily ineffective; French and U.S. urged 
to promise no return of colonialism in Indochina; newspaper warns 
against backing Chiang in Formosa, urges U.N. trusteeship.

The United States reverses in Korea and 
the atrocities committed by North Korean 
troops and Communist execution squads al- 
ready have evoked demands—still for- 
tunately few—that we should use the 
atomic bomb against Northern Korea. 


A few private citizens, and one or two 
members of Congress more noted for their 
vehemence than their sagacity, have urged 
the employment of this terrible weapon, 
apparently on the as- _ 
sumption that it 
would revenge our 
slaughtered soldiers 
and turn the'tide of 
war to our advantage 
in Korea. 

This is unfortunate- 
ly always true in war. 

As the going be- 
comes tough, expedi- 
ency replaces ethics.

Our whole aim should be 
to avoid an atomic strategy, if possible, in 
any war. 


There are overpowering moral, political, 
psychological and military reasons for this. 

The moral arguments are self-evident: 
“What is a man profited, if he shall gain 
the whole world, and lose his own soul?” 

The political and psychological reasons 
should also be self-evident. Politically, an 
atomic strategy might well extend the war 
to the world. 

Psychologically, the use of the atomic 
bomb would be almost certain to conso!- 
idate North Korea and most of Asia, even 
those few peoples of Asia who are still our 
friends, against us. 

The military reasons against any such 
atomic bombardment are even mgre con- 
vincing. First, we have few atomic bombs 
—-so few that even if their use were justi- 
fied the most careful possible consider- 
ation must be given to the strategic im- 
portance of the proposed targets. In other 
words, we do not have enough atomic 
bombs even to bomb the most important 
objectives in Russia—much less elsewhere 
in the world. 

Second, the atomic bomb is a weapon 
that is primarily useful against area tar- 
gets—cities or great industrial (including 
oil) facilities, large and vital communi- 
cations centers, or possibly. but less likely, 
heavy troop, aircraft or shipping concen- 
trations (as in an amphibious landing). 
There are no such targets in Northern 
Korea. . : 

Perhaps the fundamental military rea- 
son why the atomic bomb should not— 
and will not—be used in the Korean 
fighting is that its use would not be ef- 
fective. Those who advocate its use ap- 
parently do so on the assumption that one 
or two atomic bombs would force the 
Northern Korean Communists to stop 
fighting. There is no evidence to support 
this theory; in fact the odds are against it. 

There is another point, which those few 
Americans who so carelessly advocate the 
use of the atomic bomb should remember. 
We no longer have an atomic monoply. 
The best estimates, nm, of course, to 
much doubt, are that 
tween five and twenty atomic bombs. And 
our lagging civil defense plans are just be- 
ginning to move.

The Korean crisis has caused Americans 


the French-sponsored Bao Dai regime now 
battling against Ho Chi Minh’s Commu- 
nist-led guerrillas. The Western powers 
have recognized the Bao Dai government 
as a full-fledged member of the French 
Union. But India, which has just support- 
ed the United Nations Resolution on Ko- 
rea, still refuses to recognize Bao Dai, as 
do both Burma and Indonesia. 


Despite recent reverses, the Ho re- 
gime still controls a respectable portion 
of the Annamese hinterland, and ap- 
parently retains its popularity among a 
disturbingly large proportion of the pop- 
ulace. The basis for this support seems 
to be its uncompromising stand for com- 
plete independence. 


The most potent ideological current in 
southeast Asia today is neither commu- 
nism nor democracy; it is nationalism. To 
the peoples of this region the prospect 
of racial freedom is intoxicating. The 
agents of the Kremlin have been astute 
enough to hop on the nationalist band- 
wagon; the Western powers have been 
less imaginative. 


What is the remedy? Obviously, the 
United States cannot withdraw its sup- 
port of Bao Dai and the French. From 
the standpoint of real statesmanship, how- 
ever, the prime need is to convince the 
Indochinese themselves, that Ho’s down- 
fall will not mean the restoration, under 
a new guise, of French colonialism. 


An unequivocal statement is needed that 
use of French troops in Indochina is sole- 
ly to meet the threat of armed Commu- 
pism, that they will not remain, except 

y treaty, and that a government genuine- 
ly representative of the Indochinese will 
be left free even to make its own mis- 
takes. The United States would do equal- 
ly well to proclaim that military aid in 
Indochina is for a specific purpose. 

France and the United States together 
must prove to southeast Asians that the 
free West, not totalitarian Moscow, stands 
ready to further legitimate aspirations for 
independence.

President Truman's announcement that 
the United States would defend the island 
of Formosa from attack by the Chinese 
Communists seems to have been construed 
by many to mean that the President is 
offering support to the remains of Chiang 
Kai-shek's Nationalist Government on that 
island.

The Versatile Doctor 
$. WEIR MITCHELL: NOVELIST AND PHYSICIAN. by 

Ernest Earnest. (University of Pennsylvania, 279 pqs., 

$3.50.) 

As a general rule, the biographies of 
physicians are written by men of the same 
profession. If, however, the subject of the 
biography happened to have had a flair 
for literature and to have made a name 
for himself in that field also, it is more 
than a probable possibility that his biog- 
rapher will be a professional historian or 
literateur. At all events, this happens to 
be the case in the instance of Dr. S. Weir 
Mitchell, the subject of the biography un- 
der review, which was written’ by Ernest 
Earnest, the chairman of the English de- 
partment of Temple University. 

In this particular case there is much of 
interest in the fact that the author is 
capable of furnishing such competent 
judgments in such diverse fields as the 
disciplines of medicine and literature, 
Throughout the book there is an admir- 
able and baffling. balance of critique of 
the accomplishments of Weir Mitchell as

In the 
judgment of Earnest, Weir Mitchell, born 
of the gentry, afflicted with an ingrained 
misconception of the meaning of “noblesse 
oblige,” colossally vain, was, nevertheless, 
no snob; his literary product was good but 
not great; his scientific accomplishments 
were fistinctly out of the ordinary but 
not epochal. : 

Such judgments as these were out o 
line with those of many of Mitchell's con- 
temporaries; but there they stand. There 
must be many of today’s older generation 
who, like myself. have often wondered 
why Weir Mitchell should seem to be so 
utterly forgotten, since he has to his 
credit so many accomplishments. 

He was a pioneer in the study of snake 
venom and of the physiological mechanism 
of surgical shock; he anticipated the later 
important work that was done on cerebral 
localization; he made many other impor- 
tant contributions,to the advancement of 
medical art and science—sich, for — 
the role of phycho-therapy in the treat- 
ment of disease; he wrote such popular 
books, in their day, as “Hugh Wynne,” and 
“Doctor North and His Friends” and the 
poem “Ode on a Lycian Tomb,” which 
the great Charles Eliot Norton said repre- 
sented the high tide of American verse,

VATICAN CITY, July 26 (AP), 
—Pope Pius XII issued an en- 
cyclical today reminding’ the 
world that war “brings nothing 
but ruin, death and all kinds of 
misery” and imploring peoples 
and their rulers to strive for 
peace. 

The encyclical, entitled “With 
Greatest Sorrow,” was described 
by Vatican sources as the Pope’s 
most important pronouncement in 
many months. In it he appealed 
for social justice for the world’s 
needy. 

The Pope called attention to 
“darkening clouds that are hiding 
the sky,” and reminded the world | 


Korean Campaign Posts. 


Apart from the experience 
gained, the men and the materials 
committed to the Korean cam- 
paign are subtracted from, not 
added to, our military power in 
the rest of the world. Unless we 
are to assume that the Korean 
campaign will be concluded suc- 
cessfully in a very short time— 
say this year—and therefore con- 
cluded with very small forces, 
the cost of that campaign alone 
will cut deeply into the appro- 
priation that the President has 
asked for. 

Whatever these Korean cam- 
paign costs, the price will have 
to be paid until there is an hon- 
orable settlement in the United 
Nations. But under no circum- 
stances should the Korean cam- 
paign, or any other action under 
the Truman Doctrine against 
satellite armies, be allowed to di- 
vert us or to distract us from 
to build up and to maintain un- 
committed American military 
designed entirely and especially 
to balance the uncommitted mili- 
tary forces of the Soviet Union 
itself.

Streets within thou-

would be made impassable except to very light 
equipment and relatively small groups of relief 
workers, he said. Many would be killed or wound- 
ed in desperate efforts to escape the city by means 
of its bridges and tunnels, he added, but he would 
make no estimate of total casualties. 

Masses of steel and concrete would shield sub- 
way riders not only from the blast of an A-bomb 
but dilute its killing radioactivity, Fr. Schiffer told 
the class. 

The priest said he feels he is living on borrowed 
time.

HE HAD BEEN SENT to the doomed city from 
Tokyo, to “rest up” from the rigors of daily air 
raids by B-29s, he explained. At 8:15 a.m., Aug. 6, 
1945, he was sitting in the rectory of Hiroshima’s 
Chureh of the Assumption of Our Lady, reading 
a Japanese newspaper. 

Japanese forces in Okinawa, the paper related, 
had scored another smashing victory over the 
Americans. Hiroshima’s air raid. sirens were 
stilled, after sounding an “‘all clear.” 

“Suddenly the room was filled with a light so 
immense and so concentrated that it was like fire,” 
— related. “I felt that I was swimming in 
ight. 

“There was no noise, and the heat was no greater 
than the usual stifling heat of a Japanese summer. 
And at that moment, in the great light, there was 
no shock .. . no concussion. 

* * * 


’ “THEN THE LIGHT SWITCHED off and, a sec- 
ond later, came the sound and shock—together. I 
felt myself lifted from my chair and flying aroun 
the room, and then I lost consciousness. : 

“Perhaps five or 10 minutes later 1 regained 
my consciousness. I was completely blind. I 
sensed that this had been a bomb and that it had 
perhaps landed in the room next to where I had 
been sitting. 

“Then I was aware that I could not hear a sound 
and I thought to myself ‘I am deaf.’ And I won- 
dered why no one came to help me. I called out, 
and to my surprise I could hear. It was not until 
a little later that I knew. that nearly every person 
in our area had been killed, and that was the 
reason for the strange silence. 

“I found that I could move, and my sight re- 
turned, so I crawled toward the door of the 
rectory. As far as I could see, the city was 
enveloped in a cloud—where it had been bathed in 
sunshine. I counted 16 fires burning. 

“Father Lassalle was at the door when I arrived 
there. He looked at me—my white robes were 
badly torn and I was a mass of blood—and he 
said, ‘Father, you don’t look nice.’ I replied, ‘I 
am not supposed to look nice after a bomb.’ 

* 


* * 


“HE TOLD ME I MUST get to a doctor, but 
when he tried to give me the directions to this 
or that doctor his eyes grew large. For when he'd 
say, pointing, ‘See that primary school there .. .’ 
he'd suddenly stop. For there was no longer 
school there. Each landmark was gone. 

“*That was a bomb!’ he said. Then he tore off 
parts of what were left of my clothing and tried 
to bandage me. But he soon saw that I was too 
far gone. He told me to go... go anywhere... 
but go. He and the two other priests in the rectory 
would have to care for the dying until the fires 
around us got too hot, and by that time they would 
not be able to carry me. : 

“There in that ruined place he said a prayer for 
me and when he finished he said, ‘Whoever gets’to 
heaven first tell Our Lady that we'll build this 
mission station again.’ 

* * 


“I WALKED FOR ABOUT a hundred yards be- 
fore I fell, from loss of bleod and the tremendous 
heat. Then I crawled. I don’t know how far, but 
in time I came to a little green park that was not 
burning, and there I collapsed. It was like lying in 
a frying pan. Once I came to and asked a Japa- 
nese lady for water. She screamed, ‘That corpse 
is still talking!’ and fled.” 

Fr. Schiffer lay in the little park until late that 
day, living, somehow, through the tree-uprooting 
winds that struck Hiroshima in the wake of the 
bomb. Priests from a novitiate four miles out of 
the city found him, finally, and carried him on a 
bumpy litter to the haven in the hills.

Alcohol Can Either Help or Harm 


Liquor Should Be Something You Enjoy, but Which You Can Live Without 


By-Peter J. Steincrohn 


F you are an adult, there is 
one chance in two that liquor 


drinkers in this country, about 


‘ 3,000,000 excessive drinkers, and 


about 450,000 persons who suffer 
from chronic alcoholism. 

Moderate or social drinking is 
not harmful. If you are on the 
elderly side, an ounce or two of 
liquor a day will be beneficial. 

However, if you think that al- 
cohol is a cure-all for a cold, or 
shock, or snake bite, you might 
as well take milk: it will do you 
more good. 

For years I have been advising 
most of my patients over 40 to 
take an ounce or two of liquor 
daily. In all that time I do not 
believe that I have sent one per- 
son along the rocky road to 
chronic alcoholism. 

A daily ounce or two promotes 
sociability, makes ‘for good com- 
panionship, increases the appe- 
tite and the enjoyment of food, 
promotes good sleep, and acts 
like a sharp knife to cut the 
thick rope of tension which ties 
man to his work. “ee 

After observing such persons 
for almost 20 years, I have yet 
to find one alcoholic among 
them. In other words, if you 
have not begun to drink alcohol 
before forty, the chances are you 
will never turn out to be a 
chronic alcoholic. Chronic alco- 
holics usually become addicted 
in early manhood or womanhood 
-—-even during adolescence. 


What is the definition of a 


chronic alcoholic? He is one who 
drinks so much and so often that 
he cannot fulfill obligations, he 
cannot do full justice to his job, 
and he suffers in health. 

We are beginning as a society 
to grow up in our attitude toward 
these unfortunates. Now we know 
that these people need all the 


}

help they can get. They are sick. 
They. have a sense of insecurity, 
& feeling of being lost, an over- 
whelming depression and unhap- 
piness, which makes them reach 
automatically for the bottle. 

We must recognize that alcohol- 
ism is an urge to destruction. It 
is an urge to forgetfulness. Un- 
consciously, the addict pours 
liquor down his throat in order 
to destroy his body. 

His body, as far as he is con- 
cerned, is unimportant when 
weighed against his emotional 
conflicts; against his unwilling- 
ness and inability to adjust him- 
self to his surroundings; against 
his ability to face realities. 

You are either a teetotaler, a 
social drinker, an excessive drink- 
er, or a chronic alcoholic. Prob- 


id you know just where you fit 


If you are a social drinker, you 
can take it or leave it. If your 
wife has forgotten to mix the pre- 
dinner martini, you may even for- 
get to remind her about it. Or, 
having become used to your night- 
ly ounce or two, you may miss it. 
Nevertheless, you will never go 
higher than this quota—except on 
a weekend or special party when 
you may have three or four high 
balls. In other words, liquor is 
something you enjoy, but which 
you can live without. 

If you are an excessive drinker, 
you are the fellow who takes six 
or seven cocktails at a party two 
or three times a week; perhaps 
three or four beers a day; and 
three or four ounces of whisky at 


night after work. Perhaps you 
also have a martini or two at 
lunch, and go off on a bender 
for a day or two every ghree or 
four months. 

With all this drinking, though, 
you are able to work, meet your 
friends, and be known as a jolly 
good fellow. Most excessive drink- 
ers can stop short of becoming 
chronic alcoholics. But how are 
you to know if you fall into that 
class? Often the dividing line be- 
tween excessive drinking and 
chronic alcoholism is very thin. 
oe. &. @ 


HE safest plan for an exces- 
T-sive drinker to follow is to be- 

come a moderate one. It is 
easier to cut down from eight 
cocktails to three at a party, from 
four beers fo one a day, from 
four nightly ont-ounce drinks to 
one, than to pull yourself up by 
your own bootstraps to sobriety 
after you have fallen deep into 
the dlass of chonic alcoholic. 

I have seen chronic alcoholics 
who had much to live for, yet 
did everything to slowly kill them- 
selves and their families. Nothing 
in medicine is more disheartening 
to see than the man or woman 
who is overcome by liquor. The 


family stands by as helpless as if. 


the alcoholic were suffering from 
incurable cancer or the last stages 
of heart disease. 

We have heard of some appar- 
ently hopeless cancers being 
helped, and of people with heart 
disease living comfortably for 
years. However until recently, it 
was rare to see a chronic alcoholic 
pull himself out of the quicksand. 

Alcoholics Anonymous, which 
now has a membership of over 
80,000 persons, has performed 
miracles in many instances. Mem- 
bers work out their problems be- 
tween themselves — because the 
organization feels that a chronic 
alcoholic can only understand and 
be helped by another alcoholic. 

Until lately there has been no 
antidote for chronic alcoholism: 
unfortunately we saw it through 
a purple moral curtain that ob- 
structed a clear view of the prob- 
lem. Now that we realize that 
chronic alcoholism is chronic sui- 
cide, we will soon be discovering,

| Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead

F YOU need 120 and neither 
you nor your partner has a 
joker, you are apt to find that 
misfortune expensive. Since there 
are only four jokers in the canas- 
ta pack, it is not unusual for one 
side to corral all of them—or at 
least all of them that crop up 
while the deal is young. 


It is excellent strategy, there- 
fore, to watch your score carefully 
when it is approaching the 3,000 
mark. The player who held this 
hand did: ae 


Having just drawn the five from 
the stock, he took a rapid count 
his melds on the table and 
mentally added them to the score 
with which his side had begun the 
deal, Then he asked his partner 
how many cards he had in his 
hand. When the answer was five, 
he mentally calculated these as 
being worth about 50 points if he 
decided to go out. And he could 
go out several ways. He could add 
the five to the six natural fives 
his side had already melded and 
thus complete a natural canasta. 
Then he could meld the three 
threes, and discard the deuce. Or 
he could meld both the five and 
deuce and the three threes. Or 
he could do what he eventually 
decided to do; instead of making 
a natural canasta of fives, he add- 


ed the deuce to the six natural 
ecards, melded the three threes, 
and discarded the five. 

Why did he choose to make a 
mixed canasta instead of a natu- 
ral? Because by scoring only a 
300-point bonus he could keep his 
score below 3000 and need only 
90 initial meld for the next deal, 
where a natural canasta with its 
500 points bonus would put the 
score over 3000 and necessitate 
an initial meld of 120. - 


Question: We play that once a 
canasta is completed, the oppo- 
nents may discard a card of that 
rank and you can't pick up the 
pack, even if it isn't frozen. How- 
ever, the question is, if I draw a 
matching card from stock, may I 
add that to a completed canasta? 


Answer: The rule you play ¢s 
unofficial; it is a table rule agreed 
to by your players. You may also 
make any other rules you agree 
to. But, unless you have another 
official rule to the contrary, you 
are certainly entitled to add 
drawn matching cards to your 
canasta. 


Question: I held three cards in 
my hand, an ace and two black 
threes. On my turn I drew the 
last card of the stock, which was 
another. black three. So I melded 
the black threes to go out and 
discarded the ace, The opponents 
claimed that since the stock was 
exhausted they were “forced” to 
take the ace, which matched one 
of their melds, and also the pack, 
giving them another turn. Is this 
correct? 

Answer: No. When a player 
goes out, play ends. It doesn’t 
matter what he discards, or 
whether or not cards remain in 
the stock.

A generation ago the railroads 
Nyt and steamship lines wrote their 
is advertising about themselves! 
They tried to sell their luxurious 
lounges or parlor car service; 
their comfortable berths or excel- 
lent food. While those features 
are important, they are not the 
primary concern of the customer, 
who is not desirous of buying the 
train or the steamship, nor even 
a fractional part thereof! No, the 
traveler's chief interest is in reaching a sunny vacation cli- 
mate or his friends or relatives at the end of the line. Every 
minute spent in travel, therefore, is in effect, a bore and a 
bother to him. Ideally, he would thus prefer to ride on a 
magic carpet so that instantaneously he could be at his desti- 


nation. 


“SELL THEM THE HOLES, and they'll buy your augers 
to make the holes,” said a wise applied psychologist many 
years ago. This statement means that we should focus our 
selling on the functions of our merchandise which fit into 
the goal of the customer. Howard's ticket prospects, there- 
fore, are not primarily interested in buying his steamships. 
Nor do they wish to buy tickets even to sit in a luxurious 
chair, for they have equally comfortable chairs in their own 
home, and don’t need pay a fare to sit in them. Their own 
home cooking probably equals anything they will encounter 
on board the ship. So Howard's first aim in his advertising 
campaign should not be to compete with the furniture dealers 
or the restaurants by concentrating on the ship. The latter 
is simply a form of “auger,” so to speak by which the passen- 
gers bore the “holes.”

ANOTHER COMMON FALLACY in America business is 


the attempt to sell people in terms of their “needs.” People 
usually will buy what they want, but not necessarily what they 
need. A child may “want” an ice cream cone but he may 
“need” castor oil. Which will he be more likely to purchase? 
One of the essential psychological secrets for commercial suc- 
cess consists of putting more “want” into your goods. Soft 
pedal the “need,” which all too frequently involves the “seller's” 
ideas and desires, anyway. Instead, consider the customer's 
attitude or wishes, and you'll more easily be able to sell him 
anything, whether steamship tickets or tractors. Advertise the 
tremendous attractions at the end of the line, and when he 
is eager to get there, then tactfully show him how your steam- 
ship line will get him there most cheaply, or luxuriously. But 
don't try primarily to sell him the steamship. Sell him on its 
destination! A star salesman always sells the “holes” while a 
poor salesman tries to sell the “augers,” failing to realize that 
poeple Reve Bittle Seterent:tn Gis sugers unless Wey tis 
have a vital “want” for the “holes.”

HERE is a man called Frank 
A. Kelly, a veteran of the Ma- 


T rine Corps who was totally 
blinded at Okinawa, who has 
started an Association of Amer- 
ican War Blinded Veterans. He 
is the national director of this or- 
ganization; the president is a for- 
mer Navy man, Gene G. Gilmar- 
tin. They are forming a commit- 
tee to help them with the raising 


of funds for a project which 


seems a pretty ambitious one, but 
which is also a very appealing 
one. 

They want to erect a garden 
apartment type of development 
where war blinded veterans can 
live together. They and their fam- 
ilies,yhave special problems which 
they feel can be better met in a 
building development planned for 
them. 


They are asking veterans of 
World War I or II who happen to 
be architects to submit sugges- 
tions to fit their specifications. 


They want recreation available on 
the premises such for instance, as 
a swimming pool and a bowling 
alley. 

They also think there should be 
a rehabilitation center in the 
grounds, so that men who have 
not been retrained for a job can 
receive their training near their 
home. This particular idea might 
be alittle difficult to accomplish 
because retraining of handicapped 
people, blind or otherwise, is such 
a specialized technique that I am 
afraid it may not be possible to 
establish an adequate center in 
this type of development. Whether 
I am right or wrong about this it 
is a question which should be dis- 
c by the architects and the 
rep ntatives of the organiza- 
tion with the best qualified doc- 
tors.

West might have given his 
partner a raise in hearts, over 
South’s one sPade, but this would 
not have kept North-South from 
reaching the four-spade contract, 
and East-West scarcely could have 
afforded to go higher than that! 
Besides, it wasn’t necessary to 
“save,” as things turned out! 

West opened the heart deuce 
and East captured dummy’s lone 
queen with the king. Now, at the 
second trick, East had to select 
precisely the right return if his 
side was to have any chance. It 
was obvious that no further 
tricks could be expected except 
in spades and diamonds, and the 
bidding strongly indicated that 
West could not have more than 
one trump trick, if that. The 
crux, then, was to try for two 
diamond tricks, and _ certainly 
these could not develop unless 
West had the diamond king. 

Acting on this sound analysis, 
East not only made the proper 
shift to diamonds, but selected 
the one card in that suit that 
could he effective under the 
hoped-for conditions. Observe 
that if East had led the queen, 
eight or deuce of diamonds, South 
would have been in no difficulty: 
in each of these cases he could 
hold his diamond loss to one 
trick.

F all the things man knows, 

the thing he knows least 

about is himself. He is for- 
ever trying to solve the riddle 
of himself, to prove the mean- 
ing of his nature. Some mod- 
ern writers attempt to find a 
short-cut by reducing 
man to a single one of his many 
instincts: sex. Appalled at the 
difficulty of understanding the 
whole man, they blot out con- 
sciousness of all of him except 
one tiny area and, by studying 
that, pretend that they have 
charted man. ‘This “answer” 
gains popularity with those who 
have lost an understanding of 
the true goal of life: not know- 
ing their proper end, they cling 
to the intensity of sensual ex- 
periences and use them as a 
drug by which they may escape 
from worry oVer the ultimate 
meaning of their lives. 


Sex is a small part of men, 
but it always affords a bridge 
to. the infinite, the supernat- 
ural: if it is not divinized by 
selfless love, it becomes dia- 
bolically perverse. Man cannot 
be a “mere animal,” as the ani- 
mals are. To the young, whose 
sexual desires are strongest, in- 
finity is the normal climate of 
the mind. Young men live in 
dreams and hopes of the future, 
and all] their desires are infinite 
in their scope, so that false 
mysticism is very close to every 
youthful urge: whatever the 
young man feels is so intensely 
felt that he can set no bounds 
to it. “Calf-love” is no excep- 
tion to the rule. 
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EVEN AMONG THOSE who 
deny God, sex remains one mat- 
ter which can never be taken 
for granted, Their very shame, 
or denial of shame, implies that 
this instinct is one which in- 
volves the spirit, as other in- 
stincts do not. .No one ever 
blushes over his desire to eat, 
even when his hunger is in- 
tense—yet all men blush if they 
are accused of being secretly in 
love. They intuitively feel that 
there is something sacred and 
secretive about this passion, so 
that it should not be bruited 
about too carelessly: it involves 
secrets only Heaven should 
know. That is why marriage, 
even among savages, has always 
been surrounded by religious 
rites, 

The spirit cannot be banned 
from sex. The human wish for 
fidelity and love that lasts, for 
loyalty and for true devotion do 
not spring from the flesh, but 
from the spirit of man. Sex 
thus acts as a link between the 
worlds of spirit and of matter. 
Shame enters in to protect the 
spiritual aspect from being de- 
tected by the coarse hands of 
the world. And it is through 
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the spirit that men are allies of 
infinity. 

Love, which properly is both 
the origin and goal of sex, is 
infinite in another way: it is 
meant to be outgoing, radiating 
from the small center of self 
to limitless distances. Love is 
centrifugal; it flees the ego and 
seeks its object in God and all 
His children who come our 
way. Love is something we can 
never hoard, something that 
must be spent to be possessed. 
In the family, this is splendidly 
exemplified, for the love, which 
first exists between husband 
and wife alone, grows greater 
as it is further expended by 
both upon their children an¢ 
one another. 
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ONCE GIVEN, LOVE show 
never be taken back, according 
to God's scheme. It is meant to 
push out from us,.farther and 
farther into His infinite, until 
we love all things because we 
see them as His Own. But if 
sex is separated from love, and 
made mere means of self-grat- 
ification, the process is un- 
healthily reversed. The other 
person is now seen as a mere 
means to pleasure, not as a per- 
son commanding love. The “af- 
fair” becomes a mere exchange 
of egotistical delights. And, 
since love was never meant to 
be recalled, to summon it back 
upon the self in such a way 
turns it to poison, makes it a 
burden on the heart, transforms 
its energy to hate. The cen- 
tripetal movement of love .. . 
from the neighbor and God to- 
wards the ego . ... means frus- 
tration, hate and worry. God 
can come to us through anyone 
we love, so long as our love for 
him is outgoing, is concerned 
with his best interests and not 
our own. But sexual activity 
that is egotistic destroys our 
relationship to God and neigh- 
bor. 
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THE MOST “psy- 
chosomatic” of human func- 
tions: there is nothing else in 
which body and soul, finite and 
infinite, flesh and spirit are so 
closely intertwined. When sex 
is allowed to link the two, peace 
and joy result; when the flesh 
and spirit are divorced, and sex 
is sought alone, boredom and 
ennui result. It is life’s long 
task to keep the relationship of 
soul and body in their proper 
order. A sex philosophy which, 
ignoring this necessity, encour- 
ages one to love the body of an- 
other, dooms love; for it is only 
if the object of our love is 
body-plus-soul that love can
